There  has  been  one  major  alteration  in  the  v^ater  supply  at  I'amham,  a 
temporary  supply  has  been  obtained  from , the , Wiraborne  and . Cranborne  Rural 
District  Council,  this  has  enabled  the  Council  to  lay  part  of  the  new  main 
through  the  village.  Mo  ft  of  the  premises  in  the  village  have  tuho-r  nd'^antage 
of  the  new  supply  and  a number  of  improvement  schemes  to  houses  have  been 
carried  out.  During  the  year  tho  Gallops  reservoir  has  been  covered  and  the 
borehole  at  Bryanston  supplies  vj-ator  to  Dunveston. 

Part  of  the  equipment  for  the  Tarrant  Valley  Scheme  has  been  installed 
but  water  will  not  be  available  until  the  area  in  the  vicinity  of  the  borehole 
has  boon  sevfored,  hlicn  the  Tarrant  Valley  Water  Scheme  is  completed  there 
remains  only-  the  Thornicombe  area  to  receive  main  vfatcr.  The  local  wells 
are  vorj^  unsatisfactory  and  it  was  a great  disappointment  to  hear  that  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  would  not- sanction  the  proposed 
Thornicombe  extension  from  the  Winterbornc  Valley  supply.  This  small  - 
community  is  in  urgent  need  of  wholesome  water. 

Tho  number  of  samples  of  \7atcr  taken  for  analysis  has  increased  during  tho  year 
because  of  trouble  at  Bryanston  and  Durweston,.  Contamination  occurred  at 
the  Gallops  Reservoir  v^'hilst  this  was  open,  tho  cohering  of  the  reservoir  should 
prevent  any 'further  trouble.

It  is  gratifying  to  report  a considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of 
salvage  collected  and  the  income  derived  therefrom.  Every  encouragement 
has  been  given  to  the  workmen  to  salvage  everything  possible  and  the 
results  speak  for  themselves.  The  returns  arc  still  much  below  wliat 
they  could  be,  but  provided  all-round  co-operation  is  forthcoming,  a 
target  income  of  £500  per  annum  is  quite  possible.

NUISAuCES  AI-ID  COMPLAIIITS. 

Turing  the  past  four  years  there  has  been  a steady  decline  in 
the  number  of  complaints.  Considerable  trouble  from  flies  was  ex- 
perienced during  the  year  throughout  the  district,  most  probably  duo  to 
the  long  dry  summer,  A large  amount  of  insecticide  was  used  by  members 
of  the  staff  in  the  destruction  of  these  pests.  As  a matter  of  interest 
two  isolated,  large,  modern  houses  suffered  from  fly  infestations  for 
years,  despite  all  our  ef  -'ort  to  eradicate  them.
